LONDON, Oct. 19.—Viscount Astor 
died yesterday morning. His death, 
which was’ from heart disease, was un- 
expected. " 

His body has been brought to London 
and lies at the house of his eldest son, 
Major Waldorf Astor. ._ Viscount Astor’s 
wish was,.to be cremated, and it is 
understood that his ashes will be placed 
in the. private chapel at Cliveden, the 
residence of his heir. 

The latter’s succession to the peerage 
creates a vacancy in the Parliamentary 
representation of Plymouth. 

The late peer ceased to have any news- 
paper interests when he became’ Vis- 
count in 1917;..but his eldest son took 
over The London Observer from his 
father and still owns it.

“ ¥ittle Known to British Public. 


Few men of great wealth in England 
have been so little known to the public 
as, William Waldorf Astor. It was said 
that ‘he left America to escape the lime- 
light. which newspapers throw. upon 
multi-millionaires. If this was true, he 
was successful. 

During the first years of his resi- 
dence here he established a position in 
the exclusive social set and entertained 
that circle in accordance with the most 
conservative British traditions. But he 
never attempted to become a leader in 
sport or politics, two fields in which 
rich Englishmen_endeavor to attain pub- 
licity and popularity. 

After being raised’ to the peerage, Vis- 
count Astor never took any apparent in- 
terest in the political phase of his posi- 
tion, which was not unusual, since only 
@ small fraction of those entitled to 
take part in the proceedings of the 
House of Lords ever avail, themselves 
of that prerogatives It is not fecalled 
that he ever spoke in the House or ap- 
peared there as a legislator. 

_ For some years he wielded political in- 
fluence through his ownership of The 
Pall Mall Gazette, once a powerful 

-afternoon paper, and The Observer, a 
leading Sunday paper.

FOR ART INSTITUTE 


Establishment of Foundation for 
Art Education by Louis C. 
Tiffany Announced. 











LONG ISLAND HOME WITH IT 


Will Provide a Place Where 
Promising Students Can Work 
~to Best Advantage. 


Louis Comfort Tiffany has given his 
home, Laurelton Hall, at Cold Spring 
Harbor, Long Island, with eighty acres 
of land and buildings and an endow- 
ment of more than $1,000,000, to es- 
tablish an art instituti The purposes 
of the institution, as announced yes- 
terday, are ‘‘art education directed 
both to art appreciation and produc- 
tion within the scope of the industrial 
as well as the fine arts, and, as. one 
means toward these educational pur- 
poses, the establishment and. mainte- 
nance of a museum to contain objects 
of art.’’ ’ 

The new institution is to be known 
as the Louis Comfort Tiffany Foun- 
dation, in honor of the founder, who 


ig a well-known artist and collector. 
Its establishment was said yesterday 
to be “‘ the consummation of & long- 
cherished purposé ‘on the part of Mr. 
Tiffany, which has led him to beautify 


-his country place and to assemble in 


it many works of art which he has 
acquired from time to time, as well 
as a representative collection of his own 
productions.”’ 

‘* My intention,’’ Mr. Tiffany is quot- 
ed by one of the trustees of the new 
foundation as saying, ‘‘is to provide a 
place where artists who have had ele- 
mentary training, and who show real 
ability, can work in sympathetic and in- 
spiring surroundings. There will, of 
course, bé necessary rules which must 
be observed, but there will be no head 
master to provide cast iron methods of 
teaching to which all must’ conform. 
My hope is by’ stimulating love of 
beauty and imagination to give free 
play to development without the tram- 
mels of schools or conventions.’’ 

Stanley Lothrop, formerly connected 
with the Boston Museum of Fine Arts,. 
and who recently held the position of 
Lecturer in Fine Arts in the American 
Academy in Rome and that of delegate 
of the American Red Cross in Italy, 
has been appointed Director of the 
foundation. Mr. Lothrop is already at 
Laurelton Hall, and is supervising the 
erection of necessary buildings for the 
new institution. 

The piins of the foundation have not 
been formulated. They are in the hands 
of the Trustees, who, in addition to Mr. 
Tiffany, are Robert W. de Forest, 
Daniel. Chester French, Francis C. 
Jones, George F. Kunz, Henry W. de 
Forest, and Charlies L. Tiffany. George 
F.. Heydt is Secretary ‘end Treasurer, 
and an Advisory Art Committee has been 
appointed which includes Cass Gilbert, 

bert Vonnoh, Harry W. Watrous and 

irs. W. A. A. Stewart. 

‘© As soon as the plans are fully ma- 
tured, publicity will be given to them 
by the Director,’’ one of. the Trustees 
said. ‘It is confidently expected that 
ithe institution will be open to a small 
number of men not later than May 1 of 
the coming year and that ultimately 
women will be included in fits bene- 
ficiaries. 

“Probably the institution will open 
with about tenor twelve in attendance, 
but this number will be increased. The 
endowment is, I know, more than $1,- 
000,000, and it is ample to “pay for tui- 
tion, subsistence; arid free quarters for 
those admitted to the course. It is prob- 
able, b@wever, that some nominal fee 
will be charged. As most of the work 
must be done in the open air, it will be 
largely a Summer course.”’

PARIS, Oct. 19.—According to a tele- 
gram received at: the Russian Embassy 
in’ Paris, General Yudenitch has occu- 
pied Petrograd after its evacuation by 
the Red army.

REVAL, Oct. 18.—It is announced that 
General Yudenitch’s troops have taken 
Ligovo, about eight miles southwest of 
Petrograd and the same distance north 
of Krasnoe-Selo.. The advanced guard 
has already reached Putilovskaia Vistka 


(the locality of the great Putilov works), 
the nearest suburb of Petrograd. 


LONDON, Oct. 19, (Associated Press.) 
—General Yudenitch’s troops have occu- 
pied the station at Ligovo, about eight 
miles from Petrograd, according to a 
Helsingfors dispatch. to Reuter’s. 

They have also reached the railway 
junction at Putilov, a suburb of. the 
capital, 

A communication of the Northwest 
Russian Army, received‘at Helsingfors 
today, confirms the capture of Krasnaia 
Gorka, and claims that the railway be- 
tween Petrograd and Moscow has been 
cut. by blowing -up a. bridge over the 
Tosna River. 

The communication asserts’ that the 
Bolsheviki have concentrated 20,000 men 
at Gdov, on Lake Peipus, (50 miles in 
the rear of the advancing Russian army) 
and 10,000 near Petrograd, and declare 
that they will offer strong resistance. 

A wireless dispatch sent out by the 
Moscow Soviet and received here ‘this 
evening says the Red troops which re- 
tired from Krasnoye Selo and Gatchina 
soon afterward victoriously reoccupied 
both towns, and the Soviet army started 
a counter-offensive which is promising 
brilliant results. The dispatch adds that 
the land batteries at Kronstadt repelled 
attacks by a British fleet. 

A Reuter dispatch from Helsingfors, 
dated Saturday, says: 

‘The report of the surrender of Kron- 
stadt and the imminent fall of Petro- 
grad has caused great commercial ac- 
tivity, here, and there has been a sud- 
den rise in the value of the ruble. Con- 
tracts for deliveries of food and other 
necessaries have been hurriedly con- 
cluded.”’ 

‘* M. Marguilies, Minister of Commerce 
for the Northwest Russian Government, 
has arranged for 11,000,000 kilograms of 
rice to be rushed to Petrograd.”’ 

A dispatch from Paris says that Ser- 
gius Sazonoff, *representing Admiral 
Kolchak and General Denikin in Paris, 
informed The Associated Press this eve- 
ning that he had received no advices 
of the capture of Petrograd. He con- 
sidered, however, that it was likely. 

No information regarding the fall of 
Petrogrdd bas been received by. the 
Peagé Conference in Paris or the Amer- 
icah delegation.

Slight Attack Gave the President 
an Uncomfortable Day, 
Says Dr. Grayson. 


RELIEF 1S EXPECTED TODAY. 


“He Is Holding His Own; He 
Has Not Lost Any,”’ Was 
Doctor’s Comment.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19. — President 
Wilson had a slight digestive ~disturb- 
ance today, which caused him some dis- 
comfort, but otherwisa his condition is 
declared by Rear Admiral Cary T. Gray- 
son, his attending physician, as being 
unchanged. Last night’s bulletin stated }. 
that the President is ‘‘ taking abundant’ 
nourishment and is somewhat stronger.”’ 
That bulletin furnished the key to the 
digestive trouble the President experi- 
enced today. He probably ate too much 
yesterday or something he ate disagreed 
with him. 

‘Something upset the  President’s 
digestion,’’ said Dr: Grayson, speaking 
informally tonight, ‘‘and gave him an 
uncomfortable day.’’ ,

He has not lost any,” 

Dr. Grayson expressed the hope that 
the President. would be relieved of his 
digestive trouble by tomorrow. 

Mrs, William G. McAdoo, wife of the 
former Secretary of the Treasury, who 
returned to her home in New York a 
week ago to-attend to household mat- 
ters, has returned to the White House. 
It ‘was explained that her return was 
not to be considered significant, as it 
was stated a week ago, when she and 
Mrs. Sayre, another daughter of the 
President, returned to their homes, that 
both would return to the White House 
after attending personal matters in their 
homes. 

Various reports of one sort or another 
are still current garding the illness of 
the President. One very persistent re- 
port was that the President had visited 
the United States “Naval Hospital in 
Washington late last Friday afternoon, 
the day Dr. Hugh Hampton of Baltimore 
was first summoned to Washington. This 
kreport was related in some instances 
with the inference that the President's 
visit to the. hospital was for the pur- 
pose of an operation.

In reaching an agreement with the 
‘* middle-ground '’ Senators, the Repub- 
lican leaders’ have decided to enlarge 
their reservation program to: eight or 
nine instead of the four originally re- 
ported from the committee. 

Besides agreeing to change the second 
reservation in which Article X. occurs, 
the leaders have decided to eliminate 
from it the reference to the mandatory 
provision and to make the latter the 
subject of a separate reservation. Under 
this reservation the United States would 
decline to accept any mandatary except 
by consent of Congress.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—According 


to reports received “by the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics from retail dealers in 


fifty cities, the retail cost of twenty-° 


two staple food articles decreased 2 per 
cent. in September as compared with 
August. This is the first decrease 
shown since June, when food was. about 
five-tenths of 1 per cent. cheaper than 
in May... 

The food supply on which this com- 
parison is based is: Sirloin steak, 
round steak, rib roast, chuck roast, 
plate beef, pork chops, bacon, ham, 
lard, hens, flour, cornmeal, eggs, butter, 
milk, bread, potatoes, sugar, . cheese, 
rice, coffee and tea. 

Of the forty-three articles as to which 
comparison can be made for the months 
from August to September, twenty de- 
creased in price in September. Onions 
declined -17 per cent.; potatoes, 14 per 
cent.; lard, 9 per cent.; cabbage, 8 per 
cent.; plate beef, 6 per cent.; chuck 
roast and lamb, 5 per cent. each; round 
steak, rib roast and bacon, 4 per cent. 
each; sirloin-steak and ham, 3 per cent. 
each; pork chops and ybananas, 2 per 
cent. each; hens, cheese, flour, and 
sugar, 1 per cent. each. 

The Articles Which Increased. 


The articles Which increased in price 
were: Raisins, 8 per cent.; rice, 6 per 
cent.; eggs, 5 per cent.; canned salmon, 
4 per cent.; butter, cornmeal, rolled 
oats, coffee and prunes, 2—per cent. 
each; fresh and evaporated milk, oleo- 
margine, navy beans, canned corn, peas 
dnd tomatoes; 1 per cent. each. Nut 
margariné, bread, corn flakes, crearirof 
wheat, macaroni, baked beans and tea 
remained at the same _ prices, and 
oranges increased less than five-tenths 
of 1 per ‘cent. 

In September, 1910, the cost of twenty- 
two articles of food was 6 per cent. 
higher than in September of last year. 
During the twelve months, coffee and 
prunes increased in price 61 per cent. 
each; onions, 30 per cent.; raisins, 26 
per cent.; rice,.20 per cent.; cheese, 19 
per cent.; sugar, 15 per cent.; lard, 14 
per cent.; kytter, 11 per cent; canned 
salmon, fresh milk; and potatoes, 10 per 
cent. each; eggs, 8 per cent.; flour, 7 
per cent. ; ham and tea, 6 per cent. each; 
hens, 5 per cent., and bread, 2 per ‘cent. 
Articles which decreased were: Navy 
beans, 27 per cent.; plate beef, 17 per 
cent. ; roast, 11 per cent. ; lamb, 6 
per cent. ;-round steak and rib roast, 5 
per cent. each; corn meal, 3 per -cent. ;. 
sirloin steak, 2 per cent,, and bacon, 1 
per cent. Pork chops decreased less than 
five-tenths of 1 per cent. - 

During the six-year period, Septem- 
ber, 1913, to September, 1919,\.the. in- 

crease in the retail price of the twenty- 
two asticles of food was 83 per cent. 
Articles increasing 100 per cent. or more 
were as follows: Lard, 137 per cent. ; 
potatoes, 126 per cent.; flour, 121 per 
cent-; corn meal, eh per cent., and pork

Right of Workers to Stay Out- 
side Unions Again Added 
to Resolution.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—New efforts 


were put forth today by the Comittee 
of Fifteen of the Industrial. Conference 
to effect an agreement between the three 
groups regresenting labor, capital, and_ 
the public on the proposals for a recog- 
nition of the right of collective bargain- 
ing. ‘ 

The tentative agreement reachéd Id@st 
night was upset today when representa- 
tives of the labor group refused to as- 
sent to a new fifth section of the pro- 
\posed compromise resolution, so drafted 
as to express the right of ‘‘ employers 
and employes to bargain individually.’’ 
Labor's .representatives today informed 
the members of the committee that their 


group would never accept this new bi 
paragraph. Further efforts at agrée- 
ment and compromise were then under-‘ 
taken. The tentative resolution was 
again amended so as to strike out this 
paragraph and substitute for it the En- 
dicott amendment to the original resolu- 
tion as drafted by Charles Edward Rus- 
sell, which the public and labor groups 
have .been willing to back. 

The Endicott amendment reads: 

‘‘ This must not be understood as lim- 
iting the right of any wage earner to re- 
frain from joining any organization or 
to deal directly with his employer if he 
so chooses.”’ ; 

The tentatve compromise resolution 
was not made public textually tonight 
arid will not be until after the capital 
and labor groups have acted on it to- 
morrow. It can be stated, however, that 
‘in the form. in which it is being sub- 
mitted to the three groups it contains 
five sections which . set forth | these 
ideas: 

First.—The right of wage earners to 
organize in trade and labor unions, shop 
or other industrial associations is_recog- 
nized. 

Second.—The right of wage earners to 
bargain collectively is recognized, 

Third.—The right of wage earners to 
be represented. by representatives chos- 
en by a majority of their own number in 
negotiations employers is recog- 
nized- “ f 

Fourth.—The right of wage earnera to 
be represented by re tatives chos- 
en by a majority their. own number 
in negotiatio concerning wages, hours 
of labor and es of conditions of em- 
ployment, is recognized. 

Fifth—That recognition of. these rights 
must not be understood as limiting the 
rights of any wage earner to réfrain 
from. joining any organikation or to deal 
directly with his employer if he 80 
chooses.

ASK FOR OPEN MARKET 


Issue Appeal to American People 
Protesting Against Price 
Restrictions. ~

HAVANA, Oct. 10.—The Organizing 
Committee of the Cuban Sugar Manu- 
facturing and Planters’ Association is- 
sued a statement tonight to the Ameri- 
can press and public, asserting that it 
has fulfilled its full obligations toward 
America and the Allies during the war 
and gladly met contracts whith prevent- 
ed entry into an open market at higher 
prices. This was at teenage the 
enormous increase of imported articles 
and wages, the scarcity of labor and 
other factors having a direct bearing Cn 
crop production. Labor discontent, with 
resulting strikes, lockouts, and increased 
wages, followed. Sugar, meanwhile, 
sold at higher prices than those estab- 
lished in the contracts with Cuban 
growers.

At the ‘same tinfe a strike was ef- 
fected among the staffs.engaged on food 
and other rationing services; while. the 
already harassed Berliner was told that 
a tramway strike was expected to break 
out at dday. 

But-tonight the news is different... The 
tramway strike has been avoided, the 
rationing staffs have returned to work, 
the électric supply is working almost at 
full power, and the differences in thé 
metal industry are to be laid before an 
arbitration authority. The danger was 
great, but now is largely past. 

Certain. signs emerge whicn: show an 
improving spirit in Germany. The spirit 
in-which the strikes wére entered upon 
was different from that previously ex- 
isting. To begin with greater efforts

of responsibility: toward the public. by 
arranging to carry on such’ public 


services as the “supply of electric cur- 
rent to hospitals; True, such intentions

The strikes, too, were concentrated 
upon industrial questions, whatever the 
objects of the subterranean leaders may 
have been; and were always such as 
could be settled by arbitration. Indeed, 
the whole spirit on the part of the 
workers has changed, for the polis and 
the "Government were. not helpless in 
the face of a threat, and they have been 
formerly. Noske, Germany’s Defense 
Minister, acted quickly and decisively. 
He issued a proclamation forbidding: the 
fomenting of strikes among the indus- 
tries vital to the maintenance of the 
public services. 

He also called upon the ‘* technical 
emergency workers,’’ a body which he 
formed to carry on the essential serv- 
ices, so that in case strikes should 
break out he would be able to maintain 
what supplies were impaired by the 
stoppage of regular workers. 

The public, too, showed & sensg_of its 
duties in meeting the threat leveled at 
it while the students were to form as an 
auxilfary force. 

And so in the face of half-hearted 
acquiescence in their leadership by the 
workers and the more determined oppo- 
sition: by the Government and the-public, 
the danger has for the moment, at least, 
been averted. But just why the work- 
ers were only half-hearted it is. difficult 
to say. They are, of course, being 
steadily affected by the pressure of the 
Government and trade union oe 

They are hopeful. too, along. with tho 
rest of Germany, of improvement as a 
result of ratification of the treaty, which 
it is hoped will not be long delayed. 
Such pressure and hope will not be ef- 
fective. forever, and if they are not 
backed by such substantialities as food 
and work then the workers’ patience 
may be exhausted and that will not be 
pleasant.

Privilege and Not an Obliga- 
tion ' Under the Treaty.

PARIS,. Oct. 18.—The desire to have 

the United States participate in all the 

steps for the enforcement of the treaty 
with Germany has ‘led the Supreme 

Council to pass a resolution today de- 

claring membership on’* ‘commissions 

created by the treaty to be a privilege 

rather than an obligation. Frank L. 

Polk, representing ‘the United States, 


| took no part in the action, the move be- 


ing made by England, France, Italy, and 
Japan. 

The purpose of this resolution fs to in- 
vite the United States to appoint at once 
its members on the various treaty-en- 
forcing commissions. It’ has been the 
attitude of the American delegation in 
conveying to the Peace Conference the 
attitude of the Washington Government 
that until the Senate shall have ratified 
the treaty the’ United States will not 
have a member on the treaty commis- 
sions. By today’s action the Alles not 
only ‘invite but request Washington to 
take an immediate part in enforcing the 
treaty. 

. This deep desire on thepest of the Allies 
for our participation in the work of 
commissions is based not only on 
sh to start enforcing the treatyon a 
schedule which will not require a change 
when America eventually comes in, but 
it is based also on the ‘desire to avoid 
opposition and lack of co-operation by 
Germany in the work of such bodies as 
the Reparation Commission. Germany 
has already begun to complain that she 
signed a contract to which America is a 
party, and that it is not fair for the 
commissions. to . start work, without 
America represented. That is, it is not 
fair to .Germany, who says she fears 
the wrath of England and France on the 
Reparation Commissign, unless America 
is present to insure fair play. 
“The Allies believe the best way to meet 
these objections and at the same time to 
protect their own interests is to have 
Americans in from the start. © 

This decision throws a light on the 
delay of the deposit of ratifications, to 
the treaty by England, » and 
Italy, which have been all ready for some 
days. There was good reason to believe 
all along the statements about technical 
delays and finding allied members for 
the commissions was polite camouflage 
and that the real. fact was that the 
Allies hesitated to go ahead without the 
United States. Today’s! action shows 
this is a fact. They see endless compli- 
cations in enforcing the treaty and in 
starting the League of Nations without 
the United States sitting in, and they 
are willing to wait a while rather than 
take that chance at internationa] en- 
tanglement. 

How long 
eannot be predicted with any degree of 

certitude, but it is interesting to note 


that the Supreme Council decided this 
morning that ratifications would not be 
deposited, bringing the official state of 
peace, “ until all the military measures 
are. ready.’’ Now it will take some ten 
days yet for the American troops on the 
way across the Atlantic for duty in 
Upper Silesia to. be on hand in Coblenz. 
More than that, this field offers numer- 
ous chances for official delay on the 
ground that it must satisfy local critics 
in different countries. Moreover, the 
Supreme Council has decided that the 
first meeting of the Council of the 
League of Nations will take place the 
day after the deposit of ratifications. 
Turning this around, it means that rati- 
fications will not be deposited until the 
Council has been got ready and called. 
Altogether it means’ that the statesmen 

of land, France, and Italy are work- 
a or to hold back babe tad until 

rica‘can go aheati with them. 

AO fticial attention is. being given to the 
agitation by the Republicans in America 
for a separate peace with Germany if 
the Allies go ahead without the United 
States. Today's action by the Supreme 
Council unquestionably was supposed to 
meet that point by pointing out to the 
Republican majority of the Senate that 
allied statesmen are not disposed to gO 
ahead without America-and will not 
so unless forced by an unseemly delay 
or by pressure from the peoples of their 
nation! I€ should be recognized in the 
United States that it is an easy matter 
for the statesmen of England and 
France. to delay the coming of peace, 
with all it means. It is a difficult step 
for them to take and it is a step taken 
out of deference to America. 

Mr. Polk will communicate the reso- 
lution to Washington today and the Sue 

reme Council hopes the Senate will let 
its mega be known as quickly as 
possible. 

Ineidentally it is a perfectly clear-cut 
proposition from today on that delay by 
Washington is holding up the peace of 
the world. ,

A‘DULL WORLD FOR HEROES. 

D’ ANNUNZIO'8 latest . complaint 
| sounds very much like that of the 
little hoy who used to weep, as he 
laid down his dime novel, because 
the world had turned tame and there 
were no more Indians to kill. The 
poet-hero is disturbed because no- 
body will give him anything to be 
heroic about. - *‘ I. believe I shall act 
soon,’’ he says. It would seem that 
there js nothing at hand which calls 
for. action, but he will act anyway. 
‘! If nobody will attack me-and I anr 
‘* ready to fight any aggression—I will 
‘* march on Rome.” /No doubt he 
hopes that Nirtr1 will shake in his 
shoes at this threat; and the history 
of Rome is full. of the records’ of 
gentlemen who acquired military fame 
in the. outlying proyinces and then 
marched on Rome to cash in on it. 
But. p‘ANNUNZIO is actuated by .no 
unworthy desire for personal power; 
all he wants is to be a martyr, and 
nobody_will martyr him. ‘* We want 
“ ey offer ourselves in ‘sacrifice. We 

t.to light a fire that ‘will burn 
" seks We cannot be beaten because 
** death is our victory.’’ 

The plight of.a gentleman who can- 
not ‘find anybody ‘to attack him is in- 
deed a' sad one. He might challenge 
Jack Dempsey and thereby free. him- 
self. from the boredom of life in 
Fiume, which apparently has driven 
him to a pitch of fury like that of the 
famous person who was so bad he was 
afraid of himself. But after this 
frantic cry.for somebody to come and | 
be. aggressive one is surprised’ to hear 
the poet observe calmly, in the very 
next sentence, ** However, I do not 
see who can fight us.'’ 

Still more surprising is it to hear 
him tell of a. conference, under his 
chairmanship, of. Croatian and other 
business men, who agreed that the in- 
térests of Fiume and its hinterland 
required it to’ be a.free port, and who 
forwarded a prayer to the Peace Con 
ference that it be made a free port 
‘* The only 
“thing we cannot. bear is ‘that the 
** Italian character of the town should 
‘‘ be denied afd Italian national rights 
‘‘ abated."". This. is practical, intel- 
ligent, a sensible step toward ¢om- 
promise—a facile and deep descent 
from the glorious appetite for martyr- 
dom which spoke a moment earlier. 
Let. ‘pD’ANNUNZIO go but one step 
further and admit the same national 
rights to territories where the Jugo- 
slav population predominates that he 
demands for the Italians of Fiume— 
rights qualified by a similar guaran- 
tee of the commercial privileges be- 
longing to outsiders—and he will have 
attained a program on which the in- 
terested peoples. and the world at 
large could welcome a prompt settle- 
mént of the Adriatic dispute. That 
would ‘be the act of a statesmdn who 
would have earned the gratitude of 
Italians. and Slavs as ‘well.. But 
what a pathetic anticlimax for a 
poet-hero! vie 
erm) 

THE MANDATE FOR TURKEY. 

It is a pleasant picture which Mr. 
MorcENTHAU gives us of the possibili- 
ties of Anglo-American co-operation 
in the Near East, and he is probably’ 

when he says that after a few 
of competent administration 
‘thuanarhidlete would be on its way to 
becoming the New York of the East. 
Nevertheless, there are’ several objec- 
tions to the proposal which he brings 
~ | forward; objections both sentimental 
and practical. i. 

He seems to have in.mind an Amer- 
ican. mandate” for the regions around 
gd Ah tas Anatolia, and Armenia as 

unit—that is, for all that 
will be lett of. ‘the Turkish Empire 
after. the loss of Arabia, . Palestine,. 
Mesopotamia, and ! Syria. The proposal 
that ‘the venture “should be. financed 
by the male of “ Turkish ‘bonds guar- 


anteed by the United States” mig-}

‘Anatolia there may still be left a Turk- | 


ish. State; but in Constantinople, in) 
Thrace, and in Armenia the. Turk 
should be’ regarded as a’ foreigner, 
subject to the jurisdiction: of others. 
It is a penalty long. deserved, which 
there fs now an ‘xcellent opportunity 
to apply; it it is not applied ‘now, the 
world may suffer as much as from 
the failures of 1854 and 1878. 

The arguments in favor of an Amer- 
ican mandate for Armenia, inhabited 
by a progressive and 1 intelligent people 
which would. very soon be making its 
own way and ‘paying its own way if 
freed from Turkish rule, are consider-' 
ably stronger than for any American 
control over Anatolia, Constantinople. 
is still another matter, Mr. Morasn- 
THAU is properly. solicitous for some 
disposition. of Constantinople which 
will suit all the interested parties, in- 
cluding Russia, But what will suit 
Russia? Presumably he means that 
Greek control of the Strait; whether 
through a mandate or by annexation, 
would not; and doubtless old jealousies_| 
would make Russians suspicious of 
any British control. If Constantinople 
is not to be left to its inhabitants, 
which ‘is perhaps impossible for the 
present, no doubt’ everybody would 
rather see America there than any 
other State. But would the Russians 
expect us to hold the Strait in trust 
until they were ready to take it 
over? To that the Greeks and others 
might object. On the othér hand, the 
Greek population of Constantinople is 
likely to increase in numbers and in- 
fluence—and it is already some 40 per 
cent. of the whole—urder any new: 
administration. If, at the end of a 
temporary American mandate, Con- 
stantinople should exercise self-deter- 
mination and vote union with Greece, 
the Russians would be no bétter off. 

A permanent! republic of the Strait 
is a solution in many ways attractive, 


and doubtless somebody would have to |. 


take the mandate. But it ought to be 
dissociated, no less than Armenia 
should be dissociated, from any sur- 
vival of the Turkish Empire. The 
world has had enough of that; and 
we have promised to liquidate the af- 
€airs Of that empire with regard to 
the interests of the peoples concerned. 
Of these various peoples the Turks 
themselves, in view of their long reéc- 


ord of brutality and governmental in-| 


capacity, should be considered last. 

Moreover, Mr. MoRGENTHAU is frank 
enough to tell us that it might ‘cost 
three or four hundred million dollars, 
which is a respectable sum of money 
even in these ‘times. -We might get 
some of this money back, he says, by 
selling Turkish bonds backed by Amer- 
ican guarantee. If we sold them, we 
should have to do it on the strength 
of the guarantee; Turkish credit does 
A 
trifle expensive, all this; and it is 
hard to see what benefit we should 
derive out of England's willingness to 
give us ‘* equal rights in the Strait 
of Gibraltar '’ by way of compensa- 
tion for taking over the Turks. Every- 
body has equal rights in the Strait in 
peacé time, and if England again be- 
came involved in-war she would hard- 
ly admit an American garrison to the 
Rock. 


POWER WITHOUT RESPONSI- 


BILITY. 

Everybody was glad to see Mr. 
Gompsrs sufficiently recovered from 
his illness to appear,in the Industrial 
Coriference again. Some expressions 
in his defense of labor and labor 
unions agdinst an imaginary attack 
show that he is not yet quite restored 
to’ health and soundness of thought. 
For. example: 


Why this anxiousness to have the 
unions of labor incorporated? So that 
the same condition of affairs might 
be established as in ‘the old - times, 
under the guilds, when the Govern- 
ment stepped in and robbed ‘the 
workers of the funds that they had 
accumulated to serve them for illness, 
for death, for the burial ofthe wife 
and the child, as it might occur? ~ 


As a matter. of historical fact the 
guilds fell by their own exclusl veneng 
and restrictions, and the modern. in- 
dustrial system succeeded them. On 
nobody in the conference could Mr. 


‘| GOMwpgers’s language have any effect. 


Amopg the ignorant and credulous 
outside, among the ten or eleyen mill- 
fon aliens in the United’ States, Mr. 
Gomperns’s fiction, born,~no doubt, 
of the irritation of ill health, cannot | ,) 
but have—translated, as it will) be, 
into all the tongues of Bolshevism—an 
evil effect.

RICH SUBORNERS OF REVOLUTION. 
In the course of the’ Lusk commit- 
tee’ 8 investigation of Bolshevist prop- 
jaganda, Deputy State Attorney. Gen- 
eral. BERGER’ examined the publishers 
and editors of from forty to fifty,** ex- 
treme radical publications,’”’ issued in 
this city, ‘which reach 3,000,000 
** readers, largely in the great indus- 
‘* trial centres,’’ where there has been 
the most radical agitation and disturb- 
ance in the last few mOnths. These 


| journals are Bolsheviki,of the strait- 


est sect. They are working for the 
abolition of the wage system, the over- 
turn of the Govern t, a proletarian 
dictatorship. Their circulation is al- 
most entirely among, the pro’ da 
is almost entirely aimed at, foreigners 
ignorant of the American as ie 
they are incited to destroy. 

The money that supports these mis~- 
sionaries of revolution comes mainly 
from propagandist sources. nu but 


the between forty and fifty organs of 
Bolshevism ‘** admitted that the in- 
‘come fyom their papers would not 
** pay expenses, and that they would 
** be bankrupt except for gifts ‘from 
““ wealthy people.’’ That is, 8,000,000 
ignorant aliens, who know little or 
nothing about the American polity, 
are regularly and constantly urged on 
to destroy it by journals supported by 
rich, homebred_ Bolsheviki, amateurs 
of excitement and revolution, who 
seek to dispel ennui by violent sensa- 
tions, whose leisure and ‘wealth 
make them regard with disdain 
“*common, ordinary’’ Americanism, 
or whose half-baked intellectuals have 
been , infected with »Socialist-Radical 
** thought.’’ It is so distinguished to 
be superior to the herd, to vulgar 
love of country; -to be cosmopolitan 
and international! It {s such sport to 
exert influence and power, to move 
the hearts of millions to mutiny and 
rage! Revolutions are ‘' such fun.’’ 
** J Rave not the authority,’’ Mr. 
BERGER says, ‘‘ to make public the 
‘* names of those who are subsidizing 
** radical publications, but: they are, 
‘*in general, the same people who 
‘* subsidized the pro-German propa- 
** ganda, and furnished the money for 
‘the pacifist and peace-at-any-price 
** campaigns, and contributed to the 
‘* cause of the conscientious objec- 
** tors.’* Their names have been given 
to the Federal Government. What 
strange ‘tenderness in tle Department 
of Justice, what indulgenée to the 
gulltiest and most unpardonable of all 
the apostles of disaster and massacre, 
what unintelligible ignorance of a pub;

It is therefore 
the providers of money forthe proper 
payment of teachers who aré in most, 
or at any rate first, need of education, 
but as they will not get the amount and 
sort.of enlightenment they need Amtil 
competent teachers are better paid and

Whether it was or not, Mrs, Astor suf- 
fered great mental anguish and, so it 
has been reported, really was broken in 
health. After she sailed with her hus- 
band to take up her residence in Lon- 
don she never returned to this country 
alive. She lived but.six years more, 
dying in December, 1894, and her. hus- 
band brought her body back to this 
country and laid it to rest in Trinity 
Cemetery.
